taken to the residence of Go*-. Bailey, 
where ho was entertained at dinner. 
AH tho party passed the state house a 
number of old

drawn up on the east entrance of the 
building .saluted the President. 
He 


returned tho salute. 


Addresses Y. M. C. A. 


After the dinner the party proceeded 


to tho Auditorium, where the Presi- 
dent delivered an address to the dele- 
gates of the Y. M. C. A. Tho largo 
building was jammed with people and 
thoro wero thousands who could not 
enter. 


The President devoted most of his 


speech to tho good work accomplished 
by the Y. M. C. A., and mild that such 
organizations n» tho one ho was ad- 
dressing developed the two necessary 
(Utilities of work and brotherly love. 


"Nothing can bo done with a man 


who will not work," lie said. "Wo have 
in our Hellenic of government no room 
for the man who does not wish to pay 
lila way through life by what he does."

In New Orleans. La., July .11. 183". 
His father was a trader on the west 
coast of Africa and while still a boy 
Paul accompanied him to the dark 
continent and

time there gaining a knowledge of 
the language nnd life of the natives. 
After returning home Du Chaillu re- 
mained some time In New York city 
completing his education, and In l> 
went back to Africa, landing at 
tho 


French settlement at the moiitn of 
the Gaboon river. 
Thence he set 


out on a four years* expedition Into 
tho Interior of Africa. 


He traveled In all some 8.000 miles 


and was accompanied by natives on- 
ly. 
During his trip he 
traversed 


much 
unexplored territory and col- 


lected some sixty specimens of birds 
and animals unknown to scientists. 
In the collection he .brought back 
•were several specimens of gorillas, a 
species then unknown to Europeans. 
He returned to New York In 
185!), 


bringing with him a large rollcctlor 
of native arms and implements and 
many specimens of natural history 
A large part of this collection was 
later purchased by the British mils 
cum.

dwarfs, and In 18fi:i D Chaillu wen 
back to Africa and spent two years 
more In exploration.
